Far Mentioned.

Washington, D. C., March 6.~—[Special.)]— 
Arthur Pue Gorman has jumped into his old 
place as leader of the democracy in congrese 
80 easily, so naturally, and so completely 
aa to give great significance to the event in 
the eyes of the onlookers of the democratic 
camp. They say that they have been seek- 
ing for a sign, and that Gorman’s uncontested 
resumption of the reins of authority is evi- 
dence enough to them that he has come to 
stay and that he will be the leader of the 
party in the nation as well as in congress. 

No one who knows him doubts Senator 
Gorman’s political astuteness. Itis almost a 
byword. During the four years he has been 
out of the senate the democratic party in the 
upper house of congress has been decidedly 
out at the elbows. It has commanded the 
respect of no one, has lacked cohesiveness, 
has run after all sorts of follies, and has been 
exploited by little men. | 

There never has been a time in the history 


.| of the democratic side of the chaMfiber when 


the absence of leadership was so marked as 
during the interregnum of Gorman. Instead 
of being discredited by losing his own state, 
he has returned to the senate stronger than 
ever before. 

Gorman’s friends find a parallel between 
his career and that of McKinley. The 
martyred president was fairly driven out of 
congress by a wave of popular opinion, sim- 
‘lar to that which unhorsed Gorman Mc- 
Kinley came back to sit at the head of the 
council board in the’ White house, and Gor- 
man's friends believe he ean do much 4s 
game thing. 

Léttie men like Joe Blackburn-end old 
like Senator Cockrell, and foolish men like 
Senator Bacon thought they could be leader 
of the democracy in the senate, but today’s 
caucus wiped them al] off the sJate, and Gor- 
man becomes the uncontested leader of his 
party in the senate, both on the floor and in 
caucus. 

There is not even a first class democratic 
leader in the house, andthe result will be that 
Gorman’s strong personality is practically 
certain to dominate both branches of con- 


gress. 


This condition of affairs can have no other 
result except Gorman’s promotion in rank as 
a presidential candidate. The ambitious sen- 
ators were wholly unable to make a stand 
against him, and many seemed to see in this 
the beginning of a wave of party sentiment, 
strictly within party lines, in behalf of the 
Maryland senator. He occupies a particu- 
larly fortunate position, because he has not 
been closely identified with either of the 
wings of the democratic party. ' 
-Gorman technicaJly is regular. He bolted 
nobody. He gave Bryan as much support as 
could be expected under the circumstances. 
His regularity therefore is uncontested, and 
it is admitted that in 1896 Mr. Gorman put 


| up an honest fight for Bryan in Maryland. 


At the same time Gorman Is personally the 
soundest of the sound money men. He would 
have the confidence of the business interests 
of the eastern states probably more than any 
man who has been mentioned on the demo- 
cratic side. 

Resides that, Gorman fea fat frier, a pobi- 
tician of the most practical stripe, who has 
had no business and no profession, having 
been a constant officeholder from his boy- 
hood. He is genial, accomplished, suave, and 
a leader who moves tn a mysterious way his 
wonders to perform. 

He is a protection democrat, if there be 
such a thing, just as he was a sound money 
Bryanite. He has been a stanch friend of 
the sugar trust, but still a better friend of 
the toiling masses in the federal navy yards. 
He has an intimate acquaintance with the 
dubioug intricacies of Maryland politics, and 
with all this he is a charming man, a born 
leader, and books the part. 

Gorman has been identified with the senate 
in one way or another since 1852, when he 
was a page, and what he does not know about 
the ordinary political methods in the senate 
ie scarcely worth talking about. It is as- 
serted that his regularity has endeared him 
to Mr. Bryan, and the Maryland boss prob- 
ably stands better in New York City than 
David B. Hill, @o that it is no idle dream 
when his admirers here assert that he is the 
man who, next year, will flaunt the banner 
of democracy full in the face of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


Gorman today was chosen forma)- 

ly leader of the democratic party in the 
senate. He becomes chairman of the cau- 
cus committee, which carries with it the 
position of chairman of thecaucusand chair-

For once complete harmony prevailed at 
the democratic meeting, and when Senator 
Bacon of Georgia nominated Mr. Gorman 
every member present assented to it, not- 
withstanding the fact that there had been 
a spirited contest made by Cockrell of Mis- 
sourt and Blackburn of Kentucky, both of 
whom aspired to the leadership. 

Heretofore the steering committee has 
consisted of seven members, but, at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Gorman, it was increased to 
nine. 

The caucus authorized the steering commit- 
tee to take up the matter of filling vacancies 


,on the committees which will work during 


the present extra session, and on all other 
committees, if the republicans decide to re- 
organize the senate.

Cambridge, Mass., March 6.—[Special.}— 
Prof. Hollis, chairmarm of the Harvard ath- 
letic committee, ig out with an attack on 
the game of football, and suggests that the 
contests between Harvard and Yale be dis- 
continued. 

Prof. Hollis speaks from behind the scenes. 
Men outside of the game know nothing 
of the details of the play and the methods 
employed to win, but Prof. Hollis knows the 
secrets of this particular form of collegiate 
sport. His attack, therefore, borders on the 
sensational, 

Prot. Hollis Geblares that students are al- 
ways suspicious that the rival] teams are 
dishonestly selected; that players use unfair 
methods to injure or disable opponents; that 
the percentage of injuries is increasing; that 
the mass plays, whioh conceal the move- 
ments of the men from the spectators, have 
rendered the game dull and uninteresting 
to all who are not experts; and that the game 
to chivalry and good fellow- 

| Attack Creates Sensation. 

The unexpected attack on the game made 
by Prof. Hollis has caused a sensation in 
student circles. It is contained in an article 
in the current number of the Graduate Maga- 
ain and is as follows: 

e question has been raised several 
times, but more vigorously of late than ever 
before: Do these young men and their game 
represent an influence for the general good 
of the university? Should foetball be al- 
lowed as an intercollegiate dontest as at 
present played in the United States? 

“The answer to these questions would in- 
volve what is known in athletic sports as a 
close; decision. With the prevailing rules 
and tendencies the game gradually is awak- 
ening an unfavorable sentiment, which is 
certain to grow, for the players themselves 
no longer get any fun out of it. The season 
constitutes one long period of drudgery un- 
der a constantly increasing nervous strain 
and excitement. Then, too, in recent years 
the game has been dull and uninteresting 
to those who are not experts in the techni- 
calities of strategy plays. Mass plays by 
concealment of the movements of the men 
from spectators and officials have contrib- 
uted largely to this dullness, and have done 
what is worse—they have increased the per- 
centage of injuries to an objectionable ex- 
tent. This has been ‘denied, but not con- 
vincingly. 

Injuries Purposely Inflicted. 

“ During the last three years fully 15 per 
cent of the entire list of men appearing in 
the field have been laid off for a time to re- 
cover from their injuries. Granting that all 
forms of sport carry the possibility of in- 
jury, football has just enough of the prize 
fight in it to lay & open to suspicion, The

Witelngence, as fhe ~pro- 
moters seem to have had an-eye solely to 
what is called strategy. 

‘‘ There is no reason why plays cannot be 
modified to bring them back to better lines, 
wherein individual skill has a high value as 
distinct from team play. On the football 
field it is customary to weaken an opponent 
by bruises or otherwise. Good generalehip 
seems to direct all hard plays at a single val- 
uable player of the opposing side. . 

“One is painfully disappointed with the 

re of every season over the absence of 
chivalrous conduct. Jt is the rarest thing to 
note even an evidence of generosity between 
opponents. Another thing that is fatal to 
good sport is the suspicion which prevails 
between rival universities. It is almost im- 
possible to convinge the students of any in- 
stitution that the others are honest in the 
selection of their teams if the rivalry is keen. 

‘‘ When all has been said againet football, 
it would still be a pity to lose it. There is 
much in its favor. It teaches Some manly 
virtues admirably, and exercises moral reé- 
straint upon a large body of youths who 
might, without it, aritt into all kinds of dis- 
sipation. 

“The most demoralizing football game 
played at Harvard during the year is that 
with Yale. This has been true for many 
years,, with only an occasional lapse. In- 
stead of a season of good fellowship, this 
game seems to arouse their worst impulses. 
Suspicions are rife, bets are made, and 
studies practically suspended for the en- 
tire week preceding the game. Graduates, 
too, have their period of excitement. 

“On the whole, it would be a good thing 
to have this game given up and the fall 
schedules shortened by that much, or another 
strong game substituted. Certainly Harvard 
would profit by it, and our students would 
take the sport with other teams more in a 
spirit of fun.”’ | 

Students Resent Attack. 

The article is the sole subject of discus- 
sion among the undergraduates around the 
college tonight and they unanimously are 
against the opinions expressed by the head 
of the Cir committee. Some opinions fol- 
low: 

Head Coach Farley of last fall's eleven— 
Personally I should dislike to see the foot- 
ball relations with Yale discontinued. The 
two colleges are naturally rivals and their 
game is the most important of the season. 
I do not think that the game is on the down- 
ward path. .

STORY OF A $6,000 BILL.

ABOARD THE MUSTANG “DAUNTLESS,” 
Ottawa, Ill., March 6, 

A shrunken débris choked channel contain- 
ing a few inches of greenish, stagnant water; 
retaining walls wrecked and scattered, stone 
by stone, in the sediment; locks rusting and 
decaying—such is the [Winois and Michigan 
mudway between Morris and Ottawa. 

In that whole distance—twenty-two miles— 
THE TRIBUND explorer could not finda single 
barge, not even one tied to the bank await- 
ing the requisition of that teeming commerce 
that stands in need of a $199,000 boost. 

In the eighty miles between here and Chi- 

cago twenty-five canal boats have been dis- 
covered; just how teeming the commerce 
must bein the most strenuous of the “ rush ”’ 
weeks may be judged from the further fact 
that only twelve of these boats are service- 
able. 
Below Morris the cana! is even more of a’ 
farce than anywhere else. Everybody in 
Commissioner Sackett’s town appear to be 
under obligations to say! sweet things about 
the old mud puddle, but once outside Morris 
and the public derision ig great. It must be 
& marvelous mudscow that can wriggle its 
way from Morris to Ottawa. 


Ditch Only a Shallow Trough. | 

Soon after leaving Moftris the channel en- 
ters the black mud country, where only 
deep retaining walls could ever have kept 
the silt from drifting in and closing the 
waterway. But such walls, if they ever ex- 
isted, have disappeared, and from both sides 
the deposits have encroached upon the chan- 
nel till onl¥ a shallow trough of water re- 
mains. Among the dense growths of weeds 
fringing the boggy M@tch are scattered the 
stones of theancient coping, and everywhere 
the general ruin proclaime the abanddned 
glory of @ past generation. In places the 
rma banks have entirely dissolved, allow- 
é waters to apread out over the tarm- 

ers’ flelds. 
The only thing seen today to remind Like 
that this was once a great commercial water- 
way wes a state repair boat at Marseilles

atthe brink of the ditch. The skeletons 
Hfting their jagged ribs from the slime ap- 
peared startlingly like those remains of 
viking boats occasionally unearthed to re- 
mind the living of the commerciat prowess 
of a dead age. 

Barred by Railway Track. 

The navigability of the canal alleged by 
Snively and his jolly crew does not worry 
the countryside much. Industrial concerns 
along the ditch are everywhere doing some- 
thing that would be considered an obstriuc- 
tion to navigation if there were any. For 
} example, a mile above Seneca a spur from 
the Big Four and Rock Island railways 
crosses the canal to serve the coal mines 
It crosses by .a turn bridge swung on a 
central pier. It is only two feet above the 
surface of the canal, and boats cannot pass 
under it; But how much it is meant to turn 
may be Judged from the fact that the rails 
are continuous from land to bridge. A gang 
of workmen was repairing the roadbed close. 
by. When the ‘explorer noticed that no 
breaks in the rails had been provided for 
turning the bridge he acoosted the foreman 
in this wise: 

Say, what would you ‘do if some—some 
‘commerce’ should come along here and

* Dunno, sir,’ responded the foreman, with 
a wink. “ Guess we'd have to take up the. 
rails.” 

“Far from the Madding Crowd.” 

Now and then the ditch dips into a woates 
country, the great trees standing close to the 
channel and interlacing their boughs above, 
The refined sentimentalist who is tortured 
by the rush of a pell-mell civilization should 
seek out these spots. There he will find na- 
ture and quietude afd mystery, and it may be 
guaranteed that sordid commerce will not in- 
trude more than once a week, if at all. | 

Just above Marseilles there is a most re- 
markable bar of mudin the canal. It lies in 
the middle and runs lengthwise of the chan- 
nel for about two miles. It rises above the 
surface in most places, and has the effect of 
forming two ditches, each containing a rill 
of water ankle deep.

- Injunction for That $199,000. 

Trouble is brewing for that $199,000 appte- 
priation if Snively’and his lieutenants suc- 
céed in dragging it through the legislature, 
The mayors, presidents, and supervisors of 
the riparian communities have banded to- 
gether to have revenge on the commission- 
ers for forcing the maintenance of the 
bridges on the municipalities. At @ recent 
‘meeting they delegated the protection of 
these interests to former Attorney General 
Maurice T. Moloney, who ig mayor of Ot- 
tawa. | 
Mr. Moloney’s plan is to open fire on the 
appropriation in the courts if it should be 
passed, An injunction against the use of the 
appropriation will be prayed on the ground 
that the state constitution forbids the dp- 
propriation of money for any “‘' railroad or 
canal.” The municipal officials are prepar- 
ing for a big fight, and should the appro- 
priation be made it probably will be tied up 
in the courts for a number of years. 

“The canal’ under the present manage- 
ment of political spoilemen is worse than 
useless,”’ said Mayor Moloney tonight. 
abandonment of those bridges by the com- 
mission was an outrage. It means just so 
much money saved from legitimate expendi- 
ture for the political ‘ graft,’ If that appro- 
priation of $190,000 is made by the legislature 
I shall go before Judge Creighton and ask 
an injunction restraining the auditor from 
making out any vouch@rs for its “a 
iture.”

SUICIDE IN PARE | 


OUTER GARMENT, 
WADES TO HER DEA 


of an Unknown, Good 
Looking, and Well Dressed, Found 
in Garfield Park—Gold Locket Con- 
taining a Baby’s Picture May Give 
Clew to Her Identity—Police Seek 
for Murder Indications, but Fail to 


Any. 


Face downward in a Garfield park ; 
the body of an unidentified woman, young, 
‘good looking, and well dressed, wae found by 
searchers last night. Articles of clothing of 
which she had divested herself wer¢ scat- 
tered along the bank, but the absence of in- 
dications of a struggle has satiefied the po- 
lice that the woman committed suicide. She 
had drowned herself in shallow weter. 

Nothing that would identify her, save a 
locket containing a baby’s photograph and a 
maker's neme on her discarded jacket, was 
found, and although a description was sent 
to many police stations early this morning no 
trace of her identity could be ascertained. 


Finds Garments in the Park. 

Indications of @ suicide were found during 
the evening by Jacob Rehm, a wate¢hman 
for the GarfieM park stables, who waa walk- 
ing in the park. About fifty feet fram the 
bank of a lagoon at Kingle streetand Frank- 
lin boulevard the man saw a pocketbook, 
a chatelaine. bag, and.a pair of kid gloves 
water. 

There are few trees near the put bash acter 
looking about several minutes for the owner 
of the property Rehm returned to the stables 
and told T. H. Keating and E. W. Bartholo- 
mew, who were passing the place, of his 
discovery. The men went to thé lagoon, 
and on a bench close to the water found a 
black jacket, a hat with a mourning veil, and 
a fur boa neatly arranged. | 

The police of the West Lake street station 
were summoned and Sergeant Muldoon and 
several policemen waded into the water in 
search of the body. The water is shallow 
in that part of the pond and the men waded 
out about ten feet before the body; was 
found. it was lying face downward and it 
was evident that the woman had walked out 
as far as possible before throwing herself 
prostrate. 

The body was attired in a black cheviot 
skirt matching the jacket found on the 
bench, a white polka dot waist, and black 
shoes. The clothing and underclothing were 
of good texture and make and her attire 
and appearance indicated that she had been 
a woman of refinement and good home. 


Seek for Murder Clews. 
Fearing a possible murder the police when 
summoned did not approach the bank of the 
lagoon until lanterns and other lights had 
been procured. The ground, still soft from 
the evening’s rain, was closely scanned, but 
no footprints were found save those made 
by the young woman as she entered the 
water. 
The clothing on the bench’ was not tossed 
about, but evidently had been arranged by 
a woman’ s hand and two pins passed through 
the hat affixed it to the jacket, on which it 
had been placed. Deliberation in the im- 
tended death was evinced, but no note nor 
any mark that would show a cause for the 
deed opuld be found. | 
Sergeant Muldoon examined the jacket and 
found the name of D. J. Hayptman, the 
maker, in the lining. Hauptman is a wom- 
an’s tailor with a place of aie at 381 


Thirty-fifth street. 


Locket May Give a Clew. 
No other marks were found on the cioth- 
ing. Fastened about her neck by a light 
gold chain was a locket containing the pi¢ture 
of a child apparently about 2 years old. | The 
photograph is not distinct. The police de- 
cided not to break the locket to learn the 
name of the photographer. 
In the pocketbook thrown away by 
woman as she approached the lagoon 24 cents 
and a pair of antique earrings were fqund. 
The earrings were of gold and vahatie. 
chatelaine bag’ Was empty. 


Description of the Woman. . 

The body of the woman was taken ta 
land’s undertaking rooms, 2004 West Mad- 
ison street, where it will be kept until {den- 
tified. It is that of a woman 25 to 90 years 
of age, about 5 feet 7 inches in height, and 
weighing about 125 pounds. The eyes are 
dark blue, hair dark, and small and regular 
teeth. The features are clear cut and even 


Although carefully examined, no marks of 
violence were discernible about the face or 
body, and the police do not question the evi- 
dences of suicide. 


May Have Been a Widow. 
All the outer clothing is dark, which, with 
the black veil ‘about the hdt, resembles a 
mourning outfit, and the police believe the 
woman was either a widow or one who re- 
cently has lost some member of her family 
by death. 

A detailed description of the boty and 
clothing was sent out by the police. ‘The 
hat pins fastening the articles of clothing 
together were in theshape.of golf sticks, and 
the serge skirt and jacket of a walking suit.

Detroit, Mich., March 6.—Judge Frank A. 
Hooker of Charlotte tonight was renomi- 
nated for justice of the Supreme court of this 
state for a term of ten years by the repub- 
lican state convention at the stormiest con- 
vention held in this state since the Grand 
Rapids convention that nominated Gov. Bliss 
in 1898. 

Seven candidates were in the field against 
Judge Hooker, and the convention was stam- 
peded during the taking of the sixth ballot 
in the interest of Judge Edward D. Kinne of 
Ann Arbor, but the seventh ballot gave a 
large majority to Judge Hooker.

The proposal to hold a national conference 
to seek a plan for the settlement of the negro 
problem already has started a general dis- 
cussion as to the benefits to be gained by, 

uch a meeting. Even the governors of the 

arious states are divided over the advisa- 
bility of the conference. 

Whether or not the perplexing problems 
which have grown out of the race prejudice 
in the south can be brought nearer adjust- 
ment by a cenvention of representatives of 
all the states is an open question, but the 
feeling in the north especially seemeto favor 
the plan. 3 

The plan now under consideration in the 
Wisconsin legigiature contemplates the 
naming of ten delegates by the governor of 
each state, they to meet at Atlanta, Ga., on 
July 4 next. The idea is to leave party pol- 
itics alone and seek ways to uplift the negro 
or do the best possible to improve the rela- 
tions between the two races. 


Governors Discuss the Plan. 

In order ‘to learn the sentiment regarding 
such a conference in the different sections 
of the country THE TRIBUNE telegraphed a 
number of governors of states to find what 
their attitude would be.

Lawyers’ Bill Is Rejected. 
Lincoln & Stead submitted a bill for $6,000 
for their brief and the work it had entailed. 
The board refused to pay. The Ottawa firm 
failed to obtain satisfaction after repeated 
demands, Mr. Lincoln then visited Spring- 
field, where he obtained access to the records 
of the state auditor. After a week’s research 
he went to Lockport. There he began com- 
paring his data with the record at that'place.

VICTIM OF SUDDEN DEATH 
HAD A CAREER IN CHICAGO. 


Mrs. Nellie Fletcher) Who Expired in 
New York, Lived for Months in a 
North Clark Street Hotel. 


The question, “ Who was Nellie Fletcher 
and was she the victim of an unknown poi- 
soner in New York?’’ was answered in Chi- 
cago last night so far as her identity is con- 
cerned 

While developments here throw no light on 
how the young woman met death in a New 
York boarding house early this week, they 
reveal that her home was in New Haven, 
Conn., and that she is supposed to have been 
marrie@’several years ago to a man with 
whom she did not live long, returning to the 
home of her mother in New Haven. 

It also is revealed that Mrs. Fletcher, who 


was 26 yeare old, came to Chicago last June, | 


amd until Friday, Feb. 27, lived at the Em- 
press hotel, North Clark and Maple streets. 
On the day of her deperture she said she was 
going to New York to visit friends. 

The information concerning Mrs. Fletchar 

comes largely from Alfred Manterre, 24 years 
old, 61 Bellevue place, who became acquaint- 
ed with her while he was a studant in Yale. 
When he was graduated last June Mrs. 
Fletcher accompanied him to Chicago, and at 
his suggestion secured rooms in the Empress 
hotel, where she remained till her departure 
for New York. ; 
. Mr. Manierre says he assisted the young 
woman in paying her expenses and also gave 
hef money on a number of occasions to en- 
able her to obtain medical treatment. 

*‘She was in poor health and feared she 
had consumption,” is Mr. Manierre’s ex- 
planation of Mrs. Fletcher's frequent pur- 
chase of medicines at the drug store of B.. 
M. Norton, 323 Rush street. 

According to Mr. Manierre Mrs. Fletcher 
assisted in supporting herself by working 
when her health would permit. 

Mrs. Flietcher’s departure from Chicago 
was the direct result of her actions on 
Wednesday, Feb. 25, two days before she left 
for New York. On that day she visited the 
home of Mr. Manierre’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Manierre, 61 Bellevue place. 

Just what happened at the interview is not 
known, but Mrs. Fletcher left the Manierre 
residence soon after, and then came a num- 
ber of conferences be#ween members of the 
Manierre family. Later Mrs. Fletcher was 
communicated with and an arrangement was 
made whereby she was to leave for New 
York, which she did. 

Advices from New York are that the cor- 
oner and the police do not believe that Mrs. 
Fletcher was murdered, but, rather, that 
she came to her death from “ cumulative 
poisoning,” or, in other words, from the 
combined action of the various medicines 
which she had taken. It is also suggested 
that she died from heart disease. An au- 
topsy is to be held to ascertain the exact 
cause of death. 

Search also is being made for the unknown 
man who accompanied Mrs. Fletcher to the 
boarding House at 262 West Thirty-seventh 
street, New York, last Sunday, saying he 
and his wife had just arrived from Chicago. 

This man is said to have handed Mrs. 
Fletcher a bottle of medicine, saying: 

“Take it; Lam a physician, you know.” 

Soon after he left the house, and on 
Thursday evening Mrs. Fletcher was found 
dead, apparently having died four days be- 
fore. 

On a table near the woman’s body was a 
photograph of a young man apparently 24 
or 25 years of age and across the back was 
written in a woman's hand: ‘ My Dearest 


Alfred.”’

He published the first collected edition of 
Goethe's works and designed the type for 
printing of Wolf's Homer, which is ‘ac- 
qredited with being as fine an edition of 
Homer as was ever printed. One would sup- 
pose that to have published the works of the . 
greatest German writers of his time would 
have put money in the pocket of the publish- 
eo, but it did not. Whether Goschen pub- 
lished -his books too luxuwously, whether he 
paid his authors too much money, or what, I 
do not know; I only know what his grandson, 
gays, and what the letters and documents 
in these interesting’ volumes say, which is 
that he came out at the little end of the horn. 
Neither Goethe nor Schiller published with 
tim to the end. They began with him, but 
for reasons went to other publishers; Goethe 
because Goschen did not see his way clear to 
publishing a pamphiet on “ Transformation 
in Plants,’’ which he had written, and which 
scientific ‘‘ reader” told Goschen was no 
good from a scientific point of view. But, as 
Goethe wrote to a friend: “ It was difficult

EGYPTIAN ARCHAEOLOUY. 


| A New Edition of Prof. Maspero’s Work 


on Antiquities. 
| The fifth revised and enlarged edition of 
G. Maspero’s “Manual of Egyptian Archezol- 
ogy ’’ (Putnam’s Sons) has just been issued 
in this country and in England, in answer 
to the increasing demands of students of the 
subject. It has been made necessary from 
the new excavations principally on the west 
bank of the Nile and in the district between 
Abydos and Hierakonpolis (opposite El Kab), 
which have yielded results that promise an 
indefinite extension of remote perspective to 


| Egyptian archeology, and so to Egyptian 


history. Certain erratic Egyptian antiquities 
in the way of flint implements, stone vases, 
well marked varieties of pottery, carved 
ivories, and slate “ palettes '’ have now been 
traced to their source in cemeteries where 
the style of sepulture was wholly different 
from and far more primitive than any for- 
merly,regarded as Egyptian. The preponder- 
ance of stone and bone implements and the 
evidence of the contemporary. use of copper 
point to the late neolithic, or early metal cul- 
.ture (“‘Chalcolithic” it has been called) as 
that of the people so buried. Closer dating for 
the earlier examples of these remains there 
is none, but their sequence is gradually be- 
ing ascertained by further excavation and 
comparison. 

Excavation in the royal cemetery at Aby- 
dos are now linking the archeology of the pre- 
dynastic period to that of the old kingdom; 
for here were buried kings and courtiers of 
the first and second dynasties, perhaps also 
some of their immediate predecessors. Not- 
withstanding the most ruthless ancient and 
modern plundering’ of these graves, they 
have finally yielded not only objects of in- 
|trinsic value, but also much evidence of 
the historical identity of great names in tra- 
dition with men who lived and ruled in the 
flesh, and they supply many missing links 
in our knowledge of the progress of Egyptian 
civilization. 


HOW THE ENGLISH ARE GOVERNED. 
Prof. Moran of Purdue Writes a Book on 


This Subject... 

“ Theory and Practice of the English Gov- 
ernment,”” by Thomas Francis Moran of 
Purdue university, is another of the credita- 
ble works from the press‘ of Longmans, 
Green & Co. Although partaking of the 
nature of a text book, yet the book is thor- 
oughly interesting to all students of history 


and politics. Mr. Moran opens his first 


chapter fitly with the following quotation 
from Goldwin Smith's “ The United King-

His 
chapters on “ The House of Commons” are 
especially lucid and entertaining. The dif- 
ference between English and American prac- 
tice, he concludes, “is ong of externalis 
yather than essentials. The.histofy of the 
English government shows that it pays.to 
make haste slowly.. England is certainly 
well governed.” |

There are 
few persons now living whose literary produc- 
tions are greeted with excitement. So much 
could not be said even of Barrie’s last book. 
Mr. Howells would, tn spite of long and sig- 
nificant labors, find his country calm in the 
face of a new production by himself. Mr. 
Henry James might even find them yawning. 
But Mrs. Ward has the profound pleasure of 
knowing that eachi book of hers has been 
more interesting that the preceding one, that 
England and America give her equal ac- 
claim, that hundreds of thousands of persons 
are impatient to read the last installment of 
her story as it will appear in Harper's, and 
that there is a fine tingle and glow of excite- 
ment felt when the announcement is made 
that her book is upog the market. 

A considerable ‘portion of life is composed 
of quarrels, disagreements, and misunder- 
standings. These things 
up ‘with us; they confront us ip both public 
and private life. The family, which does 
not approve of our occupation; the city 
council, which .tries to prove us wrong by 
keeping us in the minority; the variations of 
temperament under the same roof, which 
make spontaneous ,conversation difficult— 
these things we al’ know. But it is seldom, 
indeed, that a novelist takes an intellectual 
quarrel as the theme of his tale; and no one 
will deny that it must be a difficult task to 
lift this out of the realm of mental squalor 
into the high place where 
dignity has her dwelling 


Mrs. Ward has taken two passionate, 
egotistic, intellectual, intense, high born, 
virtie, and influential women and pitted them 
against eagh other.

PENSION CORNELL PROFESSORS 


Fund of $150,000 Hes Been Set Aside 
' and Each Will Get $1,500 a Year 
|| After Retirement. 


Ithaca, N. Y., March 6.—Announcement was 
made tdday of a scheme for the pensioning of 
Cornell university professors who, in ac- 
cordanee with the rule adopted by the board 
Sf trustees last fall, will be retired after at+ 
taining the age of 70 yearu. The university 
has been given $150,000 for this purpose, and 
it will be placed at compound interest until 
1914, when it will amount to $260,000. Each 
professor retired will receive an annual pen- 
sion of $1,500, three-fourths of which will be 
paid frem the pension fund, and one-fourth 
of which ll be contributed by the pro- 
fessore.
